Taking into account the difference.in mile- 
age, it is seen that if the Lucania had gone 
over ‘the short course and maintained the 
same rate of speed it would have made the 
voyage in 5 days 7 hours and 18 minutes, or 
in five minutes less than the record time, 
which was made on a westward passage. 
The ‘best eastward record over the short 
course is 5 days 8 hours and 38 minutes. 

Besides practically lowering the time be- 
tween this city and Queenstown the Lucania 
made an average speed of 21.93 knots an 
hour. During two successive days of the 
voyage the Lucania made 531 and 530 knots 
respectively, or an average of 22.92 knots 
for the two days. This was the second round 
trip of the Lucania since its annual over- 
hauling at Liverpool. Before it was taken 
out of the dry dock rolling chocks or fin keels 
were attached to the hull to give greater sta- 
bility. (Captain McKay said at that time he 
expected the rolling chocks would enable the 
Lucania to make a better average of speed. 
This performance of the steamship shows 
that his expectations were not without 
foundation. The swift Lucania may not, 
however, hold the blue ribbon long, for the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, which has been 
smashing records since it joined the trans- 
atlantic fleet in September iast, is now en 
route to Plymouth from this city. It sailed 
from here on Tuesday morning in fit condi- 
tion to make a record run. If it experiences 
the same fine weather which prevailed

Will Surrender All but Sovereignty. 

There is, however, no doubt of the fact that 
the Spanish Minister did yesterday submit 
to Assistant Secretary Day a proposition to 
all intents and purposes identical with that 
proposed to the President by Sefior Ceballos, 
which was that Spain should give up all con- 
trol of the island on the sole condition that 
her sovereignty should be acknowledged. It 
was even proposed that Cuba should be per- 
mitted to have an individual flag, provided 
the royaj ensign was recognized at certain 
stipulated times and places. 

It was singular that the Spanish Minister 

should make the same proposition this week 
as vas made last week by the reciprocity 
commissioner, whose proposal he expressly 
disavowed. It was also singular that See- 
retary Bliss, who was first responsible for 
the peace stories today, should have been 
the man who introduced Sefior Ceballos to 
the President last Saturday. 
“tt is not strange to learn, therefore, that 
at the Cabinet meeting today Secretaries 
Bliss and Long urged that the President 
should take into active consideration the 
latest proposals of the Sagesta government, 
now made officially through its Minister, 
and which all tend toward the independence 
of Cuba in everything but name. 

The President listened so quietly that 
the sponsor’ for the scheme in the Cabinet 
meeting believed he was willing to accept 
thefr view, and would grant Spain another 
opportunity to bring peace to Cuba without 
any intervention on the purt of the United 

“States. To this extent, therefore, the ru- 
mors of a coming compromise were founded 
upon fact. 

The Presidefit’s. silence may have meant 
approval or disapproval. Those who are 
known to be ih his confidence say tonight 
that President McKinley was never more 
determined in his lifé to abide by manifest 
public opinion. These confidential friends 
asseft in the most positive manner that the 
country was never nearer war with Spain 
that it is today’and they back up their 
statement with certain facts which seem 
to show that the peace element in the Cabi-

Nearer to War than Ever. 

On the whole, in spite of the persistent 
peace rumors afloat everywhere, there seems 
to be good ground for the belief that the 
country is nearer to war tonight than it has 
ever been before.

Work of Paid Writers for Spain. 


The story had exactly the same source 
as others about alleged European alliances— 
i. @.t it eame from paid agents of Spanish, 
who used it to foment thé feeling that the 
administration is afraid to act. To coun- 
teract this the friends of intervention are 
quoting the insulting passages of Dupuy de 
Lome’s famous letter, and calling attention 
to the fact that any hesitation by the ad- 
ministration now would be to admit that 
the President deserved the epithet heaped 
upon him by the Spanish Minister, and 
that he was in truth ‘“‘ weak and catering to 
the rablilé, and besides a low politician, who 
desires to teave a door open to me and to 
stand well with the jingoes of his party." 

The ferment in Congress, the contradic- 
tions and denials about the Spanish fleet, 
and the retreating battleships seem to have 
been born largely of the excitement over 
the prospective arrival of the report of the 
board of inquiry. which may arrive in Wash- 
ington almost any hour. The understanding 
is thet the report was dispatched by a spe-

The President repeatedly expressed the 
opinion to his callers today that the report 
would be in his hands Monday. He said 
it was his intention to send it to Congress 
“sooner or later,’’ with a special message, 
the character of which would depend on 
that of the finding. Beyond that he was 
silent, except when some of his callers

In several cases the President’s short 
answers to these intimations were positive 
enough to satisfy any jingo, and if he is con- 
templating a disgraceful surrénder of Amer- 
ican honor he shows it in a curious manner.

Does Not Shrink from Action. . 


To one caller the President said, with sig-

unanimously and the wishes of the people 
are so clearly @xpres¥ed I am willing to as- 
surie the responsibility for action whenever 
it is thrust upon me.” .

The significance of this staténient is ap- 
parent when it is remembered that Congress 
has acted and the peopie have spoken cnly 
in one direction. The President, if he acts, 
will do so in opposition to many éf his Cab- 
inet advisers. 
At today’s meeting it was suffidiently evi- 
dent that Secretary of the Interior Bliss, 
Secretary of the Navy Long, and Postmaster 
General Gary were for peace for money, or 
at least for delay to “ give’Spain one more 
chance.” Secretary Gage Was absent, but 
he is not for war unless Spain goes to lengths 
hitherto undreamed of. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson, Secretary of Wari\Alger, and 
Attorney General Griggs support the Presi- 
dent in his policy of recognition of inde- 
pendence. | 
Secretary Alger is the only one of the Cab- 
inet who was an intimate personal fricnd 
of the President before election. That he is 
for vigorous action is deemed significant. 


McKinley’s Present Intentions. 
From one of. the pronounced peace advo- 
cates at midnight THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent learned that as near as the Cabinet 
could judge of the President's present in- 
tentions they were to leave the wholé mat- 
ter to Congress. The plan is on the assump- 
tion that the report of the board of Inquiry 
will show that the Maine was not blown up 
by accident, but that there is no evidence 
as to the responsibility for the catastrophe. 
On this basis, it is said, the Prepident has 
determined to submit the report, together 
with the reports of the consular officers, to 
Congress and allow that body to demand in- 
demnity, recognize independence, or deciare 
war. Should the report show direct Spanish 
responsibility the President mé¢y send a 
message, but otherwise he will| place the 
burden of responsibility on the representa- 
tives of the people. ' 
Bond deals, money indemnities, arbitra- 
tions, and similar contrivances are not pop- 
ular in Congfess, and the result can be easily 
anticipated. This plan, which has the au- 
thority of one of the Presidentis Cabinet 
‘officers, is exactly in line with Mr. MeKin- 
ley’s traditional pelicy.

AUTONOMY OFFERS 0 RELIEF.

World.]—Just when schemes are mooted 
for the settlement of the Cuban question by 
American guarantees for the Cuban debt it 
may be interesting to place before tha United 
States the real figures of that debt and the 
sums required for its interest and sinking 
fund annually. a 

Before the present insurrection broke out 
the Cuban debt consisted first of $124,000,000 
in 6 per cent bonds redeemable in forty years. 
It was created in 1886 and requires now 
$7,008,200 interest payable in gold and 
$760,000 in gold for a sinking fund; secondly, 
$85,000,000 5 per cent bonds redeemable in 
forty years, created in 1800, requiring $1,- 
750,000 in gold for a sinking fund, Both 
these loans are guaranteed in the first place

the whole. proceeds of this loan were also 
used for the expense of the insurrection.

| Whose interest and sinking fund are payable 
in gold, and. $160,000,000 Spanish customs 
guaranteed 5 per cént bonds, whose interest 
and sinking fund are payable in pesetas. 
Almost all these bonds are held by Spanish 
investors in Spain. When the Madrid gov- 
ernment issued royal decrees establishing 
home rule in Cuba last November the settle- 
ment of the Cuban debt anc the share of the 
burden to be borne by the colony and the 
mother country was left an open question to 
be discussed and decided later on. 
-It is admitted that on Jan. 1, 1898, $70,- 
000,000 was due to the army and navy, civil 
functionaries, pensioners, and contractors. 
Cuban Autonomist and Conservative repre- 
sentatives have assured me repeatedly they 
could notesay their island could possibly un- 
dertake to raise by taxation the interest 
and sinking fund of the actual debt, as 
$42,208,200 are annually required. The Span- 
fards algo argue that their annual budgets, 
producing $160,000,000 with difficulty from 
existing taxation, could not afford to be 
saddled with $42,000,000 more taxation. Even 
now out’ of the budget of $160,000,000 Spain 
devotes nearly $68,000,000 to its own penin- 
sular debts. The Spanish debts are already 
an enormous burden on the people.

LEADING TO INTERVENTION. 


America’s Act of the 
Cubans Has Its Political Significance. 
—Spain’s Hot Temper.

Havana, March 18.—The American relief 
work gives an idea of the state of Cuba to- 
day. Whether the condition it discloses 
would be accepted by the world as justifi- 
cation for immediate intervention can be 
judged by a simple review of what is being 
done and what has to be done. 

Those who are in charge of the relief move- 


are sure of recéiving. They feel justifi 
in calculatthg on’a daily issue of 206,000 
tions. They are satisfied that, through the 
channels opened by the Consuls and through 
other agéncies, this quantity of food. can 
be distributed to people, mostly women and 
children, who without it would die of starva- 
tign. When 30,000 daily rations dre needed 
to meet the wants of the people of Havana, 
with an additional 15,000 required for the 
towns close by, the figures do not seem too 
large. 

My own experience has been that the needs 
have been understated rather than exag- 
gerated. Every fresh investigation has dis- 
closed gaunt distress in quarters where its 
existence had not been suspected. Knowl- 
edge of this suffering is said to be breaking 
upon the American people with the force of 
a new revelation. Why this should be it 
is difficult to understand. For fifteen 
months each day has brought its revelation 
of hundreds of innocent victims. If there 
is reawakening in the United States, it 
may not be amiss to say that in the abyss 
) of wretchedness it is yet possible to rescue 

a remnant of the rural dwellers of Cuda. 
Nor are all those who await succor recon- 
centrados. The town people are also suf- 
fering keenly. | 
The official attitude of the Spanish 
authorities regarding American relief is one 
of acceptance without thanks. The change 
has been marked since last November, when 
the officials resented the first suggestion and 
declared that Spain would never tolerate 
foreign countries distributing food. Ina 
certain way the government is now willing 
that the United States shall feed those it 
still claims as subjects. This relieves her 
own burdens and enables Spain to do some- 
thing for the starving troops. | 
When American relief was started apolo- 
getically arid with excessive tenderness for 
Spain's susceptibilities the wedge of inter- 
vention seemed a thinone. It has beon wide 
enough for the purpose. Food is distributed 
to the starving in all parts of Cuba today in 
the name of the United States and through 
its official representatives. The Spanish au- 
thorities are merely subordinates in the dis- 
tribution. This is the case as it appears be- 
fore the world. Spain is asking the United 
States to feed the inhabitants, wile she 
struggles hopelessly to keep her flag flying 
over the island, which is already lost to her. 
In the face of the naked situation apparently 
the Sagasta ministry is going forward ona 
definite line to ignore the starvation and the 
succor from the United States. 

The season is now only a few weeks off 
when the heat, the rains, and the fevers 
cause a cessation of active military opera- 
tions, Probably the processes of dipiomacy 
will consume a month before 4 square issue 
is reached and Spain says whether she will 
‘or will not accept the friendly intervention 
of the United States, By that time she will 
have the certainty that even with the recog- 
nition of Cuban independence the insurgents 
will have to wait six months before they can 
bring the fighting to a supreme test. 

This is all that: has been gained by three 
months of temperizing on the part of the 
United States. it will never be known 
whether Spain will fight in order to lose 
Cuba with “honor” until the actual test 
comes. Her course cannot be predicted. The 
temper of the representatives of Spain in 
civil and military authority here is for war. 
They may yet cool off. Lately hints have 
come of further delays in order that great 
financial powers might afrange something. 
The moneyed intérests of the world are not 
Powerful enough to make substance out of 
the shadow of Spanish sovereignty in Cuba. 
They cannot advance a retreating flag, or 
Grug into insensibility a revolution that is

HOLDS SPAIN ACCOUNTABLE. 


_ ing Orisis Congress Alone Will De- 
termine What Is to Be Done. 


In @ signed statement Senator Julius C. 
Burrows of Michigan gives his opinion of the 
Spanish-American crisis in the following 
am profoundly impressed with the be- 
lief that in our relations with Spain a crisis 
is near at hand. In a very few days the 
government will receive the report of the 
court of inquiry, There is no doubt in my 
mind what the finding of the court will be— 
viz.: That the Maine was destroyed by the 
explosion of a Spanish mine or a torpeiio. 

“If the court makes the rt as I an- 
ticipate it will, then will come the tug of war. 

“What ts the situation with which the 
country is confronteai? 

“A vessel of the United States govern- 
ment lies at anchor in the port of a friendly 
power on the exact spot selected by that 
power, and that vessel is on a peaceful mis- 
sion. It is destroyed, 

“ The question of ports does not enter into 
the discussion of responsibility. Spain was 
as much bound to protect the Maine and its 
crew from harm in the port of Havana as if 
it had been anchored at her own immediate 
door. I care not whether the explosion was 
produced by or through the connivance of a 
Spaniard or Cuban, Spain’s responsibility 
for the deed is not lessened thereby. | 

** Suppose that the President of the United 
States had visited Spain on a friendly mis- 
sion and was the guest of the Queen Regent, 
and during the night was murdered by some 
member of the Queéen’s household, or by 
some fanatical Spaniard not connected with 
the Queen’s household, would not this gov- 
ernment have the right to hold Spain re- 
sponsible for the deed? I contend that it 
would. | | 

** Therefore it is that I say that in our re- 
lations with Spain we are approaching a 
crisis the solution and settlement of which 
Congress alone must determine. The coun- 
try expects Congress to do its duty in the 
premises, and that the President will do his. 
Neither can shift the responsibilities of the 
hour upon the other, oe | 

“ Any proposition of Congress to shirk re-. 
sponsibilities, or repose special powers upon 
the President to meet emergencies as they 
arise, will be resented by the people. Con- 
gress must not only remain in session until 
it knows all the facts connected with the 
loss of the Maine, but must not adjourn until 
it has settled, and settled right, all the other

AT WORK ON A TREATY. 


UNITED STATES AND CUBA, 
Delegates Appointed by the Autonomy 
Cabinet at Havana Reach Washing- 
ton and Will Commence Work with 
Commissioner Kasson at Once—Ex- 
pect te Be Officially Received by 
Secretary of State Sherman Today— 


Washington, D. March 18.—A distin- 
guished assemb of officials representing 
in their several capacities the Spanish gov- 
ernment and the new insular government of 
Cuba met here today. They include the 
Spanish Minister, who in this instance acts 
as the special plenipotentiary of Spain to 
negotiate commercial treaties; Sefior Man- 
uel Rafael Angulo, special delegate of the 
Cuban government; Sefior Leonine Varela; 
Secretary of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Havana, joint commissioner; and Sefio1 Ca- 
drana of the Cuban finance division, joint 
commissioner. ge 

The reciprocity treaties which it is pro- 
posed to negotiate have been under consid- 
‘eration by both both governments for rome 
time, and considerable preliminary work 
was accomplished by Ministér Woodford 
and the Spanish authorities at Madrid. This 
is now to be carried forward, and in execu- 
tion of the autonomy plan that gives the 
Cubans control of thei- tariff affairs Messrs. 
Angulo, Varela, and Cadrana have been 
designated by the Cuban Cabinet to repre- 
sent that body. Coming at this time of 
emergency, however, the suggestion has 
been made that the Cuban commissioners 
would not confine their efforts strictly to 
commercial affairs if the opportunity gre- 
sented of aiding a reconciliation of the 
insurgents. That this is in view cannot 
be confirmed in any official quarter, but it 
is thought that such a move would be made 
if there were any promise of its success. 


| Senor Angulo Talks Freely. 

Sefior Angulo, who is at the head of the 
commissioners appointed by the Cuban Cab- 
inet, talked freely today concerning the 
purposes of his mission. He said his au- 
thority was confined strictly to commercial 
affairs between the United States and Cuba. 
The present emergency might involve feat- 
ures which the Cuban government would 
desire him to act upon, but that would re- 
quire further as his only pres-. 
ent purpose was to deal with the commercial 
treaty. 

Mr. Angulo said the Cuban people desired 
self-government. Heretofore they had felt 
that Spain was not willing to grant real 
autonomy. When, however, Spain put 
into force the present autonomous plan it 
was accepted by the most advanced auton- 
omists in Cuba as fully meeting their as- 
pirations. He and others who had always 
belonged to the radical autonomist wing, 
were convinced, he said, that when the pas- 
sions of the moment passed away all Cu- 
bans would accept autonomy as giving them 
home rule in its fullest sense. The delay 
in subduing the insurgents and the failure 
of that elernent to accept autonomy was due, 
Mr. Angulo said, to the passions engendered 
by General Weyler’s policy. He said he 
felt satisfied that when the influence of the 
Weyler régime died out and normal con- 
ditions were restored the people throughout 
the island would accept autonomy as the 
thing for which they have been striving 

| Does Not Expect War. 

Mr. Angulo stated that he had no doubt 
that the Cuban problem would be solved 
without a conflict between the United States 
and Spain. It would have been settled be- 
fore this time, he said, if the present agita- 
tion had not influenced those who were 
about to accept autonomy and induced them 
to adopt an expectant attitude. When asked 
as to the present war preparations and the 
prospect of a conflict between the United 
States and Spain, he said:: 

“I do not believe there is to be a conflict 
between the United States and Spain over 
Cuba, first, because, since the death of 
Sefior Canovas the policy has been such 
that the United States can have no pretext 
or cause of resentment, neither as a nation 
nor as a defender of the rights of the peo- 
ple of the Western continent in their con- 
flicts with the European nations, because 
Spain, in the use of its sovereign will, and 
following the suggestion of the United 
States government, has granted to the peo- 
ple. of Cuba all the liberties compatible with 
thé historical rights of Spain over the Island 
of Cuba, as recognized by all civilized na- 
tions, the United States included. 

“Secondly, because I cannot assume that 
the wise statesmen who direct the policies 
of this great nation, which represents in an 
admirable manner the realization of mod- 
ern democracy, would put in jeopardy all 
its wonderful institutions by inaugurating, 
without plausible cause, a policy of military 
adventures which is incompatible with any 
genuine republic, inasmuch as such a policy, 
even if attended by military successes, would 
inevitably lead to the establishment of 
might—which is always an enemy of liberty— 
over right, which is now supreme, No, this 
nation, which to the admiration of the world 
submitted to the domain right such a grave 
conflict as that of the Alabama, will not 
gainsay its own history and role in the cty- 
ilized world by making the destinies of this 
great people depend on the eventuality of an 
armed conflict without any motive or 
pretext.”

SUM CUBA WOULD GIVE SPAIN. 


In 1896 It Was Twice as Much as Now 
Soon It Will Be Noth- 
ing. | 


New York, March 18.—That the Cubans 
are willing to end the strife in their island 
is without question, but while they are will- 
ing to pay Spain an indemnity, the leaders 
here are positive in their assertions that 
they are not weakening in the slightest de- 
gree and are willing to continue the fight. 
The question of the amount of indemnity 
which might be paid in case such an agree- 
ment were feasible was talked of earnestly 
by the officials of the Cuban junta here to- 
day. Just what amount might have been 
paid three years ago and that which might 
seem reasonable now, from the Cubans’ 
point of view, may be gathered from the 
following reply to such a question which T. 
Estrada Palma made thisevening: 

“At the beginning the war debt was 
$250,000,000, but Cuba could not stand it 
and this was one of the reasons that the 
revolt was precipitated. 

“In the beginning of 1896, after the in- 
vasion of the western provinces by the Cu- 
bans, the latter might have been to 
pay $200,000,000. 

“At the beginning of the dry season of 
1896-97 they would have paid $150,000,000, 
but now they would not give more, if as 
much, than $100,000,000. | 

“If the wet season should set in this 
year before such an agreement could be 
any-

Raddatz submarine boat, which has been 
wintered here, after successful tests last 
fall, will be taken to Milwaukee just as 
soon as the ice has gone out and the trip 
can be made by water. It was at first 
thought to ship the boat by rail, but this 
proved impracticable.. An effort will be 
made to impress its merits upon the Navy 
department. Its owners believe it is superior 
to the Holland boat and can be used to more 
advantage as an engine of war. For in- 
stance, the Holland boat remained under 
water thirty minutes. The Raddatz boat has 
been under water with three passengers for 
three hours, and there was no inconvenience 
whatever. The boat has made voyages un- 
der water out into the river and lake, and 
even when it is at the surface the only thing 
that can be seen is the little conning tower, 
two feet in diameter, and that stands out of 
the water only eighteen inches when several 
people are in the boat. This tower is visible 
for only a short distance, so that for a tor- 
pedo boat or any kind of secret work the 
Raddatz boat is just the thing. As spon as 
the boat reaches Milwaukee public tests will 
be given in Milwaukee Bay of its paces upon 
and beneath the surface, and naval experts 
will be invited to witness them. H

The department itself 
had the vessel in mind as a possible acquisi- 
tion, but abandoned the idea upon learning 
that it could not be made ready for service 
in less than three or four months, which 
practically put it out of consideration as 
an emergency purchase. 

The gunboat Newport reported its arrival 
by cable to the Navy department from Grey- 
town. It will bring back to the United 
States the Nicaragua Canal commission 
and then will be attached at once to the 
North Atlantic squadron. 

Some idea of the activity in naval circles 
is given by the statement that the payroll 
of the construction department, only one 
of several departments, in the Mare Island 
navy yard for March was $80,000.

MUCH OF THE COAST EXPOSED 


Value of the National Guard in. an 
Emergency. 


WEAKNESS OF THE SPANIARDS. 


New York, March 18.—[Special.]—The 
Army and Navy Journal! in its issue tomor- 
row, speaking of the preparations being 
made for war, will say: 

“The system of coast defense which has 
been mapped out for the United States is 
surely formidable enough, but unfortunately 
it is not quite as near a state of perfection 
as could be desired in case of actual hos- 
‘tilities with a powerful enemy. There is 
enough done, however, to make a respecta- 
ble showing in case of a war with Spain. 
During the last ten years about $40,000,000 
has been spent on seacoast fortifications, 
armament,’ torpedoes, and their equipment, 
and still much remains to be done, as our 
Atlantic coast line is enormous in extent 
and requires a vast amount of attention to 
fully prepare it for a foreign foe. 

** Emplacements for high power guns are 
either finished or nearly so at the following 
points: Portland Head and Great Diamond 
Island, Portland, Me.; Fort Constitution, 
Portsmouth, N. H.; Grover’s Cliff, Paddock’s 
Island, Long Island Head, Boston harbor; 
Dutch Island, Narragansett Bay, Great 
Gull, and Plum Islands, eastern entrance 
Long Island Sound; Fort Hancock, New 
York harbor; Finn’s Point, approach to 
Philadelphia; North and Hawkins’ Points, 
approach to Baltimore; Fort Washington 
and Sheridan Point, approach to Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Fort Caswell, Wilmington, N. 
C.; Fort Moultrie, 8. C.; Tybee Island, Sa- 
vannah; Fort Morgan, Mobile, Ala.; Fort 
St. Philip, New Orleans; Fort Point, Gal- 
veston, Tex.; Ballast Point, San Diego, Cal.; 
Fort Baker, San Francisco harbor; Mar- 
rowstone Head, Puget Sound.

At Fort Han- 
cock, Sandy Hook, there are mounted two 
15-inch and one 8-inch pneumatic dynamite 
guns, two 12-inch and four 10-inch rifles, 
and a mortar battery of sixteen 12-inch mor- 
tars. 

“Forts Hamilton and Wadsworth, guard- 
ing the Narrows, are amply provided with 
-eight and ten-inch rifles and mortars, as 
also are Fort Schuyler, Wiliet’s Point, and 
Fort Slocum, guarding the approaches to the 
eastern entrance of the harbor. Submarine 
mines are to be relied upon in a great 
measure to keep hostile ships out of New 
York harbor, or at least greatly retard their 
advance, and give the artillery men 4 
chance to effectively serve their guns. In 
this connection, it ie well to show the weak- 
ness of the Long Island southern coast, 
which is in the main unprotected, and would) 
serve as an excellent landing-place for a 
foreign enemy, who might gain decisive ad- 
vantages if steps were not taken to op- 
pose him. In view of the extent of this 
Long Island coast line, a large number of 
men would be required for this patrol duty, 
and it is here that the National Guard of 
New York might be utilized. These, num- 
bering about 13,000, might be mobilized in 
two days in and around New York City, and 
soon be in readiness for active work. 

Infantry would be of great use in case 
of hostilities by serving in and about sea- 
coast defenses, doing sentinel and police 
duty, and allowing the trained artillery- 
men to give their entire attention to serving 
the high-power guns. In this manner the 
maximum efficiency would be obtained from 
the artillery. | 

“In offensive operations in Cuba the In- 
fantry would be the-active force, and would 
bear the brunt of the fighting. The present 
force available is inadequate, and must be 
expanded before campaigning begins. This 
shows the urgent need of the immediate 
passage by Congresses of the regular infantry 
reorganization bill and the national militia 
bil. Immediately after a declaration of 
hostilities aJl available troops would be 
ordered by the President to concentrate on 
the Atlantic coast, and probably a portion 
would be transported to Cube to aid the 
who would redouble their 

y. 

“Be that as it may, we must attend to 
our defense: first, and then we may become 
agressive. Well fortified and well defended 
coast defenses, with the cotperation of the 
infantry, can surely keep out hostile ships 
and prevent landing by the enemy. Large 
battleships and cruisers cannot and do not 
run by forts well armed and served. Let 
us pay close attention to this fact. 

“Spain would have difficulty in coaling 
if she were at war with the United States. 
Puerto Rico woulé soon be untenable as a 
base of supplies. A battleship without coal 
is useless and Spain has been obtaining 
most of her coal from the United States. 
An instance in point is the Vizcaya, which 
received a supply of coal in New York after 
its trip from Spain. 

*“ The only formidable seacoast fortifica- 
tions Spain possesses in Cuba are in Ha- 
vana. These are the defensive works at 
Playa del Chiso, which mount two twelve- 
inch rifies; the Santa Clara battery mount- 
ing four eight-inch and three ten-inch mod- 
ern guns.” 
In replying to a criticism that the Presi- 
dent cannot send the militia out of the 
United States, as they are strictly a home 
guard, the Army and Navy Journal will say: 
**We have made no mistake. The control 
of the President over the militia is abso- 
lute and unlimited in time of necessity, and 
as he is the sole judge of that necessity 
there is practically no limit upon his dis- 
cretion. .In speaking of the militia, hew- 
ever, we refer to the national militia and 
not to the national guard. Most of the 
members of the national guard are militia- 
men, and as such are subject individually 
to the orders of the President, issued in ac- 
cordance with law, but the organizations of 
the guard are not recognized by the govern- 
ment as organizations.”

Havana Harbor Was Considered Dan- 
gerous and General Lee Suggested 
the Montgomery’s Withdrawal.

Key West, Fla., March 18,—[Special.]—I 
today. from an undoubtedly au- 
thentic source the facts regarding the report- 
ed sending of the Iowa to Havana when the 
court of inquiry returned to Key West and» 
the feasons for recalling the cruiser Mont- 
gomery to this port. A very important light 
is thus thrown oe situation. The sug- 
gestion came from onsul General Lee that 
the Iowa be sent to Havana simply to steam 
mto the harbor and out with the court on 

for the following reasons: " 
rae people of Havana firmly believe the 
Maine was our most formidable battleship 
and that its destruction has left the United 
States without a big fighting vessel. The 
sending of the Montgomery, & cruiser infe- 
rior to either of the two Spanish ships in 
Havana harbor, so confirmed this belief that 
the Spanish populace could not be persuaded 
otherwise without an actual object lesson 
before their eyes. ag 

He thought a demonstration by the pres- 
ence of the Iowa for a few hours would have 
a salutary effect and correct absurd and in- 
sane ideas regarding America's naval 
strength when this vessel should loom up 
beside the Vizcaya and the Almirante 
Oquendo, which Havana considers impreg- 
nable. | 

The suggestion was very favorably re- 
ceived at Washington, and the Iowa would 
have been sent but for the emphatic protest 
of a naval officer of high rank who has 
known and followed all the testimony taken 
by the court of inquiry and is posted as to 
its drift. He objected on the grounds that 
the risk would be too great to be offset by 
any good derived. In other words, he held 
that the possible danger of our losing the 
Towa in Havana harbor was worthy of grave 
consideration, and that at this time the 
United States could not afford to imperil one 
of her most effective fighting ships. 

It was upon the advice of this officer that 
the decision was made not to send the Iowa, 
and Consul General Lee’s suggestion was 
finally reported upon adversely. As an in- 
dication of the conclusions from the inquiry 
as to the cause of the Maine explosion and 
as to submarine mines located in Havana 
harbor, this incident carries much weight, 
and I am ‘positive of the accuracy of the 
statements made inthis dispatch. t 
The Montgomery was ordered back to Key 
West at the suggestion of Consul General 
Lee. He reported that its presence was a 
source of irritation to the populace against 
Americans, and that it would not be able to 
cope with two Spanish cruisers and Spanish 
fortifications if bottled up in the bay in ease 
of hostilities, nor be able to send a large 
enough landing “party ashore to protect 
Americans in the event of a serious outbreak. 
For these reasons he suggested that the 
Fern replace it, which vessel would be able 
to take off him and all other Americans in 
Havana if trouble were threatened.

STRENGTH OF SPANISH ARMY. 


Losses in Cuba Amount to 70,000 Men 
and the Totdl Fighters Number . 
Only 610,000. 


Washington, D, C., March 18.—Seventy 
thousand men is the number of Spanish sold- 
iers who have been killed, wounded, and 
otherwise incapacitated for duty during the 
present war in Cuba. These figures have 
been received in this city recently from 
reliable sources and are said to be as nearly 
authentic as it is possible to obtain them 
without recourse to the records kept by the 
Spanish government. From the same source 
considerable other information bearing on 
the military strength of Spain and her de- 
pendencies is obtained. 

The present force of Spain in Cuba is as 
follows: Regulars, 135,000 men. f thus 
number it is estimated that 80,000 of them 
are effective for military purposes, They 
are distributed throughout the island as fol-. 
lows: Twenty-five thousand are in the two 
eastern Provinces of Santiago de Cuba and 
Puerto Principe, and the remainder are in 
the provinces of Santa Clara, Matanzas, 
Havana, and Pinar del Rio. There are 30,- 
000 members in what is known as the volun- 
teer army. These are mostly in the Province | 
of Havana and are largely in the nature of 
home guards, corresponding to our State 
militia. There are 55,000 men who are not 
effective for military duty from various 
causes. 

The strength of the Spanish army at home 
and including her nearby possessions is 
100,000 men, which in times of demand for 
additional soldiers may be increased as fol- 
lows: First resefve, 50,000;second reserve, 
160,000 men, all of whom are instructed in 
military tactics; and a second reserve which 
are not instructed of 30,000 men, making in 
all a grand total of 610,000 men. 

Since these figures were received here re- 
cent drafts of 15,000 men to strengthen the 
army in Cuba leaves only 85,000 men of 
Spain's regular army now in the peninsula, 
the Baleric Islands, the Spanish possessions 
in North Africa, and the Canary Islands. 
-In the Philippine Islands Spain has an 
army of 32,000 men, which includes about 
15,000 native troops. Several regiments of 
the latter were disbanded during the time 
of the late insurrection in the islands, and in 
time of war, it is said, they are of very little 
use to the Spanish government. 

In Puerto Rico there are 5,000 Spanish 
troops, which, in the event of hostilities, 
could be supplemented by 4,000 volunteers, 


FIRE ROUTS OUT HOTEL GUESTS. 


Adjacent Midnight Blazes Frightgn 
People in the Le Grand, American, 
Northwestern, and Waverly. 


Guests of Le Grand Hotel, Wells and Kin- 
zie streets, the American House, 118 and 
120 Kinzie street, and the Northwestern 
Hotel, 30 and 32 Wells street, were routed 
out of bed for a few moments at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning by a short-lived fire. which 
started im the rear of the building occupied 
by the Turner Brass company, 122 Kinzie 
street. 

The building in which the fire originated 
is a four-story brick structure and runs 
back to North River street, where the num- 
bers are 107 and 109.

The occupants of the Amer- 
ican House, forty in number, were aroused 
from their slumbers and ran down-stairs 
half glad to the barroom on the first floor. 

Guests in Le Grand Hotel were awak- 
ened by the noise of two fire engines pump- 
ing under the hotel windows and ran down- 
stairs to the office, dragging behind them 
their trunks and other belongings. They 
were quickly convinced that they were in 
no danger and returned to their rooms. 

The fire is supposed to have started from 
an overheated furnace in the brass foundry, 
and the loss will not exceed $1,000. 

Inmates of the Waverly Hotel, in Fifth av- 
enue, descended to the street in meager at- 
tire, while the North Side blaze was 
burning, after fire followed by several slight.

NARROW ESCAPE OF WORKMEN. 


The discovery of a few ordinary building 
nails where there should have been rod 


‘kes may assist materially in placing re-— 


sibility of the Ayer Building horror 
it The weak point in the 
building, according to Assistant Commis- 
sioner of Buildings Timothy O’Shea,: was 
defective tying of the columns from front 
to rear. Mr. O’Shea failed to find any tic 
except four and a half inch rod spikes, which 
were driven upwards through holes in the 
shoulder flanges of the columns into the 
wooden girders. Architect L. G. Hallberg, 
who designed the building and supervised 
its erection, showed from his copybook that 
tie plates were called for by the specifica- 
tions, and an examination of the ruins dis- 
closed that tie plates were used, but that 
the spikes were apparently much too small 
for the strain upon them. 

Further search through the ruins yes- 
terday disclosed a number of tie plates 
which were attached to the girders by com- 
mon building nails of the size known as 
“12 and 20 penny.”” Architect Hallberg 
saw these nails and declared their use 
was contrary to his orders and without his 
knowledge. He was inclined to believe a 
workman had been guilty of substitution. 


Work of Coroner’s Jury. 


Part of the work of the Coroner’s jury will 
be to decide who was at fault, and it is pos- 
sible that the blame may be imputed tc the 
architect, whose duty it was to see the speci- 
fications complied with, the building in- 

tor whose duty it was-’to see that a 
stable building was constructed, the con- 
tractor, and the Building Commissioner in 
whose term of office the work was done. 
The Building. Commissioner who issued the 
permit was John M. Dunphy. Architect 
Haliberg has found the original perm!'t in 
his papers. It was dated Feb. 3, 1890, and 
the fee was $130.60. A record of the permit 
was also found in the office of the Commis- 


sioner of Buildings. 


While the idea of fixing the exact cause 
of the fire and placing the responsibility 
for the loss of life is receiving careful at- 
tention the search for those still missing 
‘woes on unabated. One body was recovered 
from the ruins during the day, that of W. J. 
Wilcox of the W. A. Olmsted company. It 
was identified by a safety deposit box key. 

An incident of the day was the partial 
suffocation by gas of James Ginley, Sixty- 
second and Loomis streets, and John Clark, 
3082 Deering street, employés of the People’s 
Gaslight and Coke company, while trying to 
shut. off the fluid escaping from the com- 
pany’s mainsintheruin. They were rescued 
by firemen.

Significance of Nails. 


The significance of finding nails in place 
of rod spikes is apparent to every builder. 
The iron columns in a mill constructed build- 
ing should be firmly tied together, so that 
there will be an unbroken chain from front 
to rear and from side to side, the strap iron 
tie rods and the girders forming the con- 
hecting bands. The continuous tie in a mill 
constructed columnar building is just as 


‘strong as the weakest tie in the whole 


structure. The omission of the tie at any 
point, especially in the series from front to 
rear, or the use of Insufficient material in 
any tie vitiates the entire structure and 
renders it liable to collapse whenever the 
strain comes on the weak place. 

Sections of the iron mass weighing tons 
may be seen on the sidewalk. The theory of 
the Building Commissioner’s office is that 
as soon as the fire attacked a few of the 
girders, where the the was weak, the nails 
or spikes were Joosened.and drawn. Then 
the weight of the heavy rear and front 
walls, assisted perhaps by the explosions, 
dragged down the columns of the outer 
Wallis and the interior collapsed, or possibly 
that the collapse of the interior, due to the 
parting of one or more of the girders, which 
were supposed to be firmly tied together, 
preceded the falling of the outer walls. 

The further the fremen have penetrated 
Into the ruins the more apparent it has be- 
come that the Ayer Building was not burned 
down. Girders and beams charred little 
more than half an inch deep are found 
throughout the débris. 

Fire Inspector Conway is ill at West Ba- 
den Springs, Ind., but he will return in time 
to assist Deputy Coroner Williams in the 
inquiry into the causes-of the disaster. He 
has an operative at work gathering facts. 


Origin of the Fire. 


The weight of testimony still locates the 
origin of the fire on the third floor, where the 
Decorative Wallpaper company and Alfred 
Peats had hundreds of tons of wallpaper 
Stored in thers that reached almost to th 
ceiling. : 

Miss Kate Carney observed smoke rising 
from cracks in the fourth story floor, and 
called the attention of H. Werthan, manager 
of the order department of the National 
Music company, to it. 

“Is it dust or smoke?” she asked. 

Werthan smelled it, and immediately 
called to all the employés of the company to 
run for their lives. Flames broke through 
from the third floor before he could run to 
the rear and give warning and return, ae- 
cording to his story, and dense smoke was 
encountered in the hall and on the stairs ris- 
ing from the second floor. The stair itself 
was afire. 

Peter Kladder, shipping clerk for Solomon 
Grollman, who had the northeast one-fourth 
‘of the fourth floor, said fames burst through 
the glass ceiling of the third floor close by 
his head, and that they shot up through the 
four top stories of the building at a bound. 

The testimony of the officers and employés 
of the Chicago Cottage Organ company also 
strengthened the theory that the fire came 
from the third floor. Smoke forced its way 
downward through cracks in the floor before 
& sign of a blaze was seen, according to 
Secretary S. Cable. 

It was argued that the smoke must haye 
been extremely dense and confined to seek 
&n outlet downward. After discussing the

from the accidental dropping of a spark, a 
match, or a cigar stump, or, possibly, a gas 
flame coming in contact with a roll of wall- 
paper. The wallpaper was stored in trans- 
verse tiers, with side aisles and one main 
aisle running the length of the building. 
The gas jets in the aisles were all protected 
with wire netting, according to Manager 
Babbitt of the PeatS concern. Employés 
declared that the firé was first observed by 
them as it broke through the glass ceiling, 
and scouted the notion that anything com- 
bustible had been dropped on the floor. Will- 
iam Maloney, stockman in the wallpaper 
wareroom, said the flame burst into the 
third floor from above. 

The explosions are now believed to have 
had little to do with the fatal result of the 
fire. Dexter V. Sweet of Sweet, Wallach & 
Co., on th® sixth floor, said there were in 
stock the following explosives, as far as he 
and his employés could remember: 

One hundred ounces of gun cotton, loosely packed 
in paper boxes close by the north wal! in the 
center of the building, attention being directed 
to the fact that the nofth wall is uninjured and 
that gun cotton so packed blazes like a fuse with- 
out exploding. 

Five gallons, at the most, of liquid ammonia. 

Ten three and a half pound bottles of ether. 

One hundred ounces of magnesium powder, 
closed in a safe. 

Mr. Sweet said there might have been 
smali quantities of alcohol and other ex- 
plosives, but that the aggregate was wholly 
insufficient to do more than make the sepa- 
rate sharp renorts which characterized the 
progress of the fire. He did not think the 
explosions on the sixth floor could have 
sprung the walls. 

H. M. Van Housen of the Emerson Piano 
company said that pot exceeding ten gal- 
lons of varnish was carried by his company, 
and the Cable Piano company and the Chi- 
cago Cottage Organ company estimated the 
amount of varnish they had on hand at 
even less than ten gallons. The Cortage 
Organ company yesterday mailed $100 to the

New Building Ordinance. 


The new building ordinance which ts to 
be introduced in the Council at the next 
meeting probably will be rushed through 
under the Mayor’s influence. Its main de- 
sign is to codify the present ordinances and 
place responsibility for the safety of new 
buildings upon the architects and con- 
traciors. A new section will make it the 
duty of the Commissioner of Building? to 
make inspections of buildings and make re- 
ports on all violations of the building laws 
and ordinances. Another, which will au- 
thorize the forcible removal of all dangercus 
structures, is worded as follows: Be 

The Commissioner of Buildings shall have 
authority, if he finds any building or part thereof 
in such condition as to endanger life, and so that 
such danger may be averted by the immediate 
application of précautioOnary measures to cause 
such precautionary measures to. be taken, 
and all work necessary to render said building or 
any part thereof safe to be done, after having 
served written notice upon the owner, lessee, oc- 
cupant, or agent of said building personally. ~ 
The Commissioner of Buildings shall also have 
authority to direct the fire department, after writ- 
ten notice has been served upon the owner, lessee,

STEAL A BRASS CANNON. 


THIEVES LUG OFF A 700-POUND GUN 
FROM BATTERY D QUARTERS. 


Police Discover It Broken to Pieces in 
a Scrap Heap in Canal Street—Had 
Netted the Robbers $168—Jacob 
Goldstein, a Wrecking Foreman, Is 
Arrested on Suspicion—Ordnance 
Bought by the City for the Company 
During the ’81 Riots. 


A brass cannon, the property of the City 
of Chicago, was stolen from Battery D on 
Wednesday and the Central Detail police 
who have been searching for it found it yes- 
terday in a pile of scrap iron in the junkshop 
of Adleson & Nachenberg, 438 South Canal 
street. It had been broken into chunks by 
the men who had stolen it and sold to the 
junk dealers for old brass. 

The cannon, in its warlike shape, had 
weighed 700 pounds, and a wagon had been 
brought into service to remove it. It had not 
been in active use by the Battery D troop 
for several years and had been stored away 
in the big hall. It had remained there after 
the Hotchkiss guns owned by the State had 
been taken out of service and shipped to 
Springfield, and the building turned over to 
contractors to be torn down. 

On Thursday Major Alfred Russell of Bat- 
tery D inspected the building and discovered 
the loss of the gun and set the police on the 
trail. The contractors in charge of t 
down the battery and the laborers denied all 
knowledge of the cannon’s disappearance. 


No trace of it could be found, however, 
until late yesterday afternoon, when Police- 
men Quirk and Driss searched the scrap 
iron pile at 438 South Canal street and found 
it broken into pieces. A search warrant 
was necessary to locate the cannon. It was 
found that the big weapon had paesed 
through the hands of four different junk 
firms on the West Side and had been broken 
up before it reached the yard conducted by 
Adieson & Nachenburg. This firm had 
bought it for old brass, ignorant of the fact 
that it had been stolen. The men who had 
removed it from Battery D had been paid 
24 cents a pound for it as old brass, netting 
thenr $168. 

Detectives are still searching for the men 
responsible for its removal, and last night 
received information that caused them to 
swear out a warrant for Jacob Goldstein. a 
foreman in charge of the men tearing down 


was arrested and locked up at the Harrison 
Street Station. 

The stolen cannon was purchased for 
Battery D by the city during the riots in 
1881. It was mounted on a gun carriage and 
had been used for firing salutes on many 
memorable occasions and also in numerous 
parades. | 


Station Springs a Leak. | 

The last night spent by the officers and 
men in charge of the Central Detail Pol'ce 
Station in Battery D was one that will leave 
an impression upon the policemen who oc- 
cupied the old structure. Today will be 
moving day, and the men will transfer their 
property to the new headquarters in the 
old Times Building, 181-183 Washington 
street. 

Last night during the heavy rainfall it al- 
most became necessary for a hasty desertion 


‘of the old station. The tin sheeting had been 


removed from the roof, and the water poured 
through in small streams. The plaster ceil- 
ing in a number of places fell to the floor. 
Lieutenant O'Toole and Desk Sergeant 
Lyons were compelled to carry umbrellas 
and cover their desks with tarpaulins to 
prevent books and papers getting wet. The 
floor was a puddle of water during the down- 
fall, and Policeman Daniel Hogan with a 
broom brigade was requ to sweep the 
water into the street. / |

COLD WAVE IN CALIFORNIA. 


Heavy Frosts Injure the Fruit Crop | 
from the Oregon Line to the 
Mexican Border. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 18.—[Special.] 
~The unusual and unseasonable weather 
conditions, with cold north winds and heavy 
frosts, that have prevailed throughout Cali- 
fornia during the last five days are treat- 
ing havoc in the fruit districts from the 
Oregon line to the Mexican border, and 
from the Sierras to the sea. 

In San Bernardino County, in many sec- 
tions, it is estimated that the deciduous 
fruit crops have been entirely blasted. 

In Butte County, in the northern section 
of the State, the fruit crops have suffered 
heavily. Trees have been blasted and blooms 
blighted. Almonds suffered severely, and 
cherry, peach, apricot, and prune crops are 
almost ruined. Growers are much dis- 
couraged over the outlook. 

In the Vacaville district, in the Sacramen- 
to Valley region, where the early cherries 
are grown, the damage by last night’s frost 
and the frosts of preceding nights will 
amount to many thousands of dollars. Here 
also the almond crop suffered, and the apri- 
cot and peach crops are also ruined. What 
the aggregate loss will be it is impossible to 
estimate, but it will be very heavy. fe 


Cyclone at Quincy, Lil. 

Quincy, Ill., March 18,—[{Special.]—A cy- 
clone struck the Httle Town of Mounds, 
about thirty miles from Quincy, this even- 
ing. The wind blew furiously, unroofing 
houses, carrying away chimneys, and dis- 
placing freight cars standing on the track. 
W. R. Blonde, a hotelkeeper, was severely in- 
jured by a flying window-sash. It is feared 
that much damage was done in the ad- 
joining farming country, but, as the wires 
full particulars cannot be ob- 
tained.

HOT TALK OF THE REVOLUTION. 


of the Reichstag Make Sig- 
Comments Upon the 


Struggle of 1848, 


Berlin, March 18.—In the Reichstag today, 
during the debate on the bill providing for 
the reform of courts-martial, Herr Bebel, 
the Socialist leader, started a discussion on 
the subject of the fiftieth anniversary of 
the revolution. Alluding to the privileges 
enjoyed by military officers he reminded 
his hearers of “ the revolution of March 18, 
1848, when the people fought for their lib- 
erty and rights."’ 

The Minister for War, General von Goss- 
ler, and Herr Muncke}, People’s party, fol- 
lowed. Baron von Stumm, Conservative, 
declared the Prussian constitution was the 
free gift of the King. 

Herr Bebel amid an uproar said the com- 
batants of 1848 were described as “ rabble.” , 
This, he asserted, was infamous. 

Continuing, Herr Bebel asserted that if 
the struggles of 1848 had attained their ob- 
ject the events of 1870 would not have been 
necessary. The King, the speaker alleged, 
was already showing signs of incapacity 
in 1848, and even Dr. Miquel, the Minister 
of Finance, was then on the side of the 
revolution. Herr Bebel then remarked: 
“If the promises made had been fulfilled 
no Bismarck would have been required. 
But the King was betrayed.” 

The President of the Reichstag here inter- 
vened and called the speaker to order. 

Resuming his remarks, Herr Bebel said: 
“The men of the old national union are 
now silent. The King of Prussia by the 
grace of God made a clean sweep in 1860. 
The people will also have the right to make 
a clean sweep some day.” 

Dr. Bennigsen, the leader of the National 
Liberal party, said royalty had certainly 
suffered a severe reverse on March 18, 1848. 
But, he added, that day had little signifi- 
cance in the development of the German 
affairs. He then referred to the part the 
future Emperor William played then and 
to the fact that it was Junker Bismarck 
who helped to found Germany. 


COSTA RICA IS READY FOR WAR. 


| Senor Calvo Explains Why a Contest 


with Nicaragua Is Now Im- 
minent. | 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—Sefior Calvo, 
Minister of Costa Rica, furnishes a state- 
ment relative to the reported crisis between 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica. He says: 

“The government of Costa Rica on the 
7th inst. was requested to give satisfagion 
within ten days for the alleged invasion of 
Nicaraguan political exiles over the Costa 
Rican frontier. The demand was immedi- 
ately answered, and, naturally, rejected, 

“It was learned that an EKnvoy from. 
Guatemala would arrive at San José from 
Nicaragua with the basis’ for a settlement. 
This, however, was unknown there. Costa 
Rica maintains her traditional good rela- 
tions with all the other Central American 
States; she considers as her own everything 
that bodes good or ill for them, and is person- 
ally interested also in the risks that the in- 
dependence and autonomy of any of them 
may run. She has given abundant proof of 
this; but in view of the actions of the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua the characteristic 
Costa. 
Rican people has changed into a warlike and 
patriotic spirit. The whole people are ready 
for war, animated by the great enthusiasm 
inspired in the justice of their cause. The 
internal order in the country is complete; 
public opinion is a unit, and, as at all times, 
the constitutional régime remains in force 
unimpaired.’’

Great Britain Is Quick to Repudiate a 
Statement by the Senate Foreign | 
Relations Committee. 


London, March 18.—The government of 


the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
which, after presenting a joint resolution 
for the annexation of Hawaii, set forth that 
| Great Britain was plotting for the absorp- 
tion of Hawaii. 

A high official of the British foreign office 
said today: “It is unfortunate that the 
committee has such an erroneous impres- 
sion. I cannot imagine upon what sup- 
posed facts they base their report. It seems 
improbable that the Senators would issue 
official statements on no other basis than 
rumors and suspicions. As a matter of 
fact, nothing is further frqm Great Britain’s 
intentions than to interfere in any way with 
the existing régime in Hawali. No steps in 
that directfon were ever contemplated. On 
the contrary, her Majesty’s government has 
recognized that the United States has the 
foremost interests in Hawaii, and that it is 
natural and inevitable that Hawali should 
be under American influence.” 


FRANCE PUBLISHES A THREAT. 


Intimation Is Given That Hai-Nan Will 
Be Occupied Unless China Immedi- 
ately Concedes Demands. 


Pekin, March 18.—The French demarids 
upon China, in addition to those cabled 
from Pekin (that China shall not cede any 
portion of the four provinces of Kwang- 
Tung, Kwang-Si, Yun-Nan, and Kwei-Chou, 
that the railroad from Tung-Chou-Tang, on 
the northern frontier of Ton-Quin, shall be 
extended, via Pase Siam, into the Yun-Nan 
Province, and that a coaling station be 
granted to France at Lei-Chou-Fu, in ffe 
Hen-Chou Peninsula, north of Hai-Nan), in- 
clude that the director of the imperial post- 
office be a Frenchman, evidently with the 
view of separating it from the control of Sir 
Robert Hart, the director of the Chinese 
imperial maritime customs; and the cession 
of a coaling station at Kwang-Chou is de- 
manded on the same terms as Kiao-Chou 
Bay, ceded to Germany, with railroad con- 
cession to include exclusive mining priv- 
ileges. 

Eight days are allowed China in which to 
reply to the French demands, and threats are 
interpreted to indicate the French occupa- 
tion of the Province of Hai-Nan unless the 
Chinese comply. ;

RUSSIA READY TO WITHDRAW. 


Gives Notice to Corea She May Now 
Attempt to Preserve Her Own 
Independence. 


St. Petersburg, March 18.—The 
Messenger publishes a note today er 
the Russian government has instructed its 
representative at Seoul, the capital of 
Corea, to inform the Emperor of China and 
his Ministers that if, in their opinion, Corea 
no longer requires foreign lielp and is capa- 
ble of preserving, with her own resources, 
the independence of her internal administra- 
tion, Russia will not hesitate to recall the 
Russian financial adviser. 

The Russian military officers, after leay- 
ing the Corean army, will remain tempo- 
rarily at the disposal of the Russian mis- 
sion -in view of the still unsettled state of 
the country. The note proceeds: 

*‘No longer bound by the responsibility 
which the presence of the Russian in- 
structors and financial adviser of that coun- 
try imposed upon Russia, the latter can 
now abstain from actively participating in 
the affairs of Corea, hoping the young state, 
strengthened by the support of Russia, will 
be able to maintain without assistance order 
at home and preserve her full independence. 

** Should the reverse be the case, the Rus- 
sian government will take measures for the 
protection of the interests and rights nt 
Russia, as the great power which is Corea’s 
neighbor.”’ 

London, March 19.—The Times publishes 
this morning a military article showing that 
Russia’s strength on the Manchurian fron- 
tier is considerably less than is 
supposed, and is certainly “ inadeguate to 
meet a well equipped adversary.”

It was stated at some of the down-town 
clubs that Preston Harrison, brother of the 
Mayor, a great traveler, had once experi- 
enced a slight touch of the genuine jungle 
ride but Mayor Harrison denied this. The 

Mayor himself has on several occasions 
bearded the jungle fever in its lair, but he de- 
clared that it never touched him. 

Everything depends now on how Mr. Ger- 
rard’s case turns out. If it starts an epi- 
demic of. jungle fever in Fifth avenue, New 
York, it is believed the microbes can be cul- 
tivated here with just as much ease. To 
have jungle fever indicates that the patient 
has been to India or Africa, and even a 
“touch ” of the fever should be enough to 
establish a social position forever.

Shakspeare’s life even for a brief time, and 
though the dramatist visited Stratford only 
once a year, Dr. Brandes brings forth many 
proofs of his strong pride of family and his 
attachment to his little son. Hamnet. When 
this son died in 1596, it certainly is reason- 
able to beliéve that Shakspeare put his 
Own sorrow into “ King John,” which he 
wrote shortly afterward: 

Grief fills the room up of my absent child, 

_ Lies in his bed, walks up and down with me, 
Putg on his pretty looks, repeats his words, 
Remembers me of all his gracious parts, 

Stuffe out his Vacant garments with ‘his form. 

With striking acumen and notable breadth 
of knowledge Dr. Brandes continues this 
process throughout. . He draws the happy 
surroundings and princely favors that made 
| an aristocrat, and that inspired 
him at the period when he wrote his great- 
est comedies, With equal cogency he traces 
the private and public sorrows that caused 
the growing melancholy of the poet. The 
death of his. father was the last in a long 
series of dispiriting events that preceded 
the writing of “ Hamlet.” As the author 
is a Dane, one is not surprised to find the 
chapter on “Hamlet” especially complete 
and eloquent. He says: 

Hamlet has given the name of Denmark a 
world-wide renown. Of all Danish men there is 
only one who can be called famous on the largest 
scale; only one with whom the thoughts of men 
are ever busted in Hurope, America, Australia, 
aye, even in Asta and Africa, wherever European 
culture has made ite way; and that one never ex- 
isted, at least not In the form in which he has 
become known to the world. 

Dr. Brandes does not think Shakspeare 
ever visited Denmark, though he Is inclined 
to believe the dramatist was in Italy, prob- 
ably during the epoch of the London plague. 

Of these volumes as a whole it is impos- 
sible to speak too highly. They give a new 
and wnhackneyed view of Shakspeare and 
also show his amazing influence upon all 
European literatures. “ Goethe and Schiller 
are unimaginable without him,”’ says, Dr. 
Brandes, “and he is not without his influ- 
ence upon Bjérnson and Ibsen. Intellectual 
revolutions have emarated from his out- 
spoken boldness and his eternal youth, and 
have ‘been quelled again by*his sanity, his 
moderation, and his eternal wisdom.”

Good Romance of the Greek War. 
The Vintage. By E. F. Benson. Hius- 

trered. Harper & Bros. | 

If only Mr. Benson had left out half 

dozen heavy chapters of Greek politics near 
the close of his novel it might be ranked 
on @ par with the best work of Weyman and 
Hope. Even as it stands “ The Vintage” 
ip not only far the best thing written by the 
author of “ Dodo,” but is one of the three 
best romances that have appeared since the 


holidays.

Another feature that calls for high praise 
is the skill with which Mr. Benson has por- 
strayed the ever-recurring conflict between 
Mitsos’ heart and his sense of duty.

On one 
occasion he gets back to Nauplia, and is 
promising himself a love feast, when duty 
again compels him to set off instantly to 
save Yanni from death. The story of how 
he rescued his cousin from a Turk’s house 
is one of the best in the book, But this 
conflict between love and duty is most 
powerfully utilized in the chapter where 
Mitsos is compelled to set fire to a ship full 
of Turks in which he believes Suleima is 
held, The vivid description of the burning 
vessel and of the perishing of all its oc- 
cupants, in conjunction with the lad’s men- 
tal anguish, is nothing less than masterly, 

Unfortunately, from this point onward 
the author has marred his story with in- 
creasing details of actual history, The 
reader ig not particularly interested in the 
factional disputes of the Captains and the 
clerical primates, though these are neces- 
sary to an understanding of the errors and 
‘false steps that detracted so materially from 
the glory of the Greek cause. It wasdoubt- 
less necessary, even in an historical novél, 
to make some mention of the hideous mas- 
sacre of Navarino, which forever gullies the 
last page of glory that Greek history can 
boast. But Mr. Benson erred in describing 
these and other historical and political mat- 
ters at length. The author has’secured the 
satiafaction of putting the whole war into 
a single novel, but he has done it at the 
expense of his art. ' 

The fact remains, none the less, that 
“The Vintage" is a powerful and pleasing 
romance—one that leaves on the reader a 
deep impression and a vivid sense of the 
reality of its characters and the dramatic 
verisimilitude of its incidents. — 


Last of Morris’ Romances. 
The Sundering Flood. By William Mor 
ris. Longmans,-Green & Co. 

In “The Sundering Flood”’ we have thd 
last of William Morris’ quaint pseudo-alle- 
gorical romances, It and its predecessors 
are ag like as the peasina pod. The Land 
of Nowhere, in which the story is laid, 
bears the same relation to medieval Eng- 
land as the author’s unique old-Saxon lingo 
bears to the genuine article—it suggests the 
original without being like to anything that 
ever was on sea or land. Yet the style has 
ite fascination, especially if taken in small

It is hard to see how a strong and prac- 
tical mind like that of William Morris could 
content itself at spinning these gossamers 
in the sky, without even an allegorical 
thread to connect them with real life. There 
are such threads in plenty hanging from 
these floating, fleecy tales, but the author 
| seems to have disdained to anchor any of 
them to earth. .And therein lies the secret 
why William Morris’ tales are even now 

ing to join the innumerable caravan of 

cobwebs. 


The fancy of “ The Sundering Flood” ts

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY’S LETTER.

Emperor William is at the present moment 
engaged in a fight with the fiscal authori- 
ties in Prussia with regard to the claim 
which he has put forward for exemption 
from taxation. He ineists that, like the 
Queen of England and the rulers of several 
other countries of the old world, not only 
the sovereign but also the latter’s family 
is exempt from taxation of every kind. 

The revenue officials of his kingdom are 
of the contrary opinion and declare that 
no one has any right to put ¢dorward pre- 
tensions to exemption unless he can base 
them on written law. Moreover, they point 
out that the King of Wtirtemberg, the Grand 
Dukes of Baden and of Oldenburg, as well 
as a number of other vontinental monarchs, 
pay taxes at precisely the same rates as 
their subjects. 

The Treasury department at Berlin admits 
that the Emperor might have some grounds 
for claiming exemption from the payment 
of certain taxes, such as the house tax, with 
regard to his numerous palaces, end like- 
wise considers it fair that he should pay 
no income tax on the civil list which he 
draws fromithe Treasury. But, omthe other 
hand, it argues that it would be most unjust 
to exempt him from the taxes which would 
have to be paid without any question on his 
private estates, on his personal fortune, and 


which he is engaged were he merely an 
ordinary everyday citizen. 


Exemption from taxation for royalty was 
all very well in days gone by when feudal 
notions prevailed and when trade was con- 
sidered as too degrading for royal or noble 
hands to touch. But in these modern times, 
when Kings compete with their subjects in 
all kinds of business undertakings, from 
apeculation on the stock exchange to run- 
ning hotels, brewing beer, breeding horses, 
man ufacturing artificial manure, mining, 
and even selling produce, it would 
obviously be unfaif to exempt them from 
the fiscal obligations to the commonwealth 
which are enforced in the case of their 
ordinary business rivals. 


Nor is this the only embroglio in which 
the Kaiser has lately become involved. The 


General von Goessier, whom he appointed 
as Minister of War in the place of the 
courtly and clever General Bronsart von 
Schéllendorff, declared the other day in the 
course of a discussion in the Reichstag 
Committee on the Army in the most out- 
spoken and offensive fashion in reply to an 
inquiry from one of the Bavarian members 
that Prussia did not recognise the right of 
Bavaria to retain in her own hands the 
contro] of the military justice as far as 
the Bavarian army is concerned. He added 
that the control was vested in the hands 
of the Emperor. 

This led to a most sensational outbreak 
on the part of Count von Lerchenfeld, the 
representative of the Bavarian government 
on the Federal Council of the empire. 
Jumping from his seat, he exclaimed in 
angry tones: 

“I see & is hopeless for my government 
to hope to come to any understanding with 
Prussia. The Kingdom of Bavaria will 
never concede to the Emperor the supreme 
control either of her military justice or of 
her army in time of peace. These questions 
are already determined by the constitution 
of the empire. Bavaria has until now been 
under the impression that ehe possessed 
an i ent army of herown. She will 
mever renounce her right thereto.” 


a mere legislator, but by the principal and 
duly accredited representative of the Bava- 
‘rian government at Berlifi, has been pub- 
lished in every south German paper, al- 
though the Berlin press has, through fear 
of the police, madé either little or no men- 
tion thereof. It recalls the memorable out- 
break of Prince Louis of Bavaria at Mos- 
cow when he interrupted a speaker at a 
banquet at which; both Prince Henry of 
Prussia and himself were present with the 
angry exclamation: “ No, sir; not Prussia’s 
vaseals, but her allies. Kindly remember 
that Prince Henry has no Bavarian Prince 
among his suite, as you seem toinfer. The 
Princes of Bavaria have come to Moscow 
on an equal. footing with the Prince of 
Prussia and will accept no subordinate posi- 
tion to the latter.” 

Prince Henry showed hie resentment by 
at once quitting thetable. But Prince Louis 
was uphéld, not only by his countrymen 
but by the courts and by the people of all 
the non- States of the German con- 
federation. 

In order to realize the extent of Emperor 
William's pretensions with regard to the 
control of all military justice in Bavaria, it 
must be remembered that every German, 
unless a cripple,. figures on the roster of 
the German army betweep the ages of 20 
and 6), either as a soldier of the active 
force or of the reserve. By means of this 
he is held amenable for thirty years of his 
life to military rather than to civil justice, 
soldiers in Germany being practically ex- 
empt from the jurisdiction of the civil 
courts,*no matter what the crime be that 
they commit. Be 

Now, if the Bavarians concede to Emperor 
William the supreme control over the mill- 
tary justice in their kingdom it practically 
has the effect of rendering every able-bodied 
Bavarian subject to the Kaiser rather than 
to the ruler of his own country, and if he 
were to get into any trouble his petition 
for mércy and pardon would have to be ad- 
dressed, pot to the Prince Regent of Bava- 
ria, but to the Emperor.

At the moment of the constitution of the 
empire in 1871 it was intended that this chief 
command should be only exercised in the 
time of war, and that in times of peace the 
ruler of each country should remain in su- 
preme control of his own military forces. 

it was likewise understood that the dig- 
nity of the German Emperor should be, at 
any rate in times of peace, purely honorary, 
and that any supreme power should only 
come into force in the event of war. 

Moreover, by the terms of the constitution 
the Emperor is strictly forbidden and de- 
barred from declaring war save with the 
consent of the Federal Council, that is to 
say, of the council which is composed of 


the sovereign States of the confederation 
known as the empire. 

Little by little Prussia has, however, been 
encroaching upon the prerogatives and in- 
dependence of the allied States, and quietly 
yet surely reducing them to the condition 
mere vaseals. 

‘Indeed, matters have been brought to such 
@ pass that today the soldiers of the Bava- 
rian army are the only ones who are not 
subjected to the obligation on joining the 
colors of swearing obedience to the Kaiser 
as commander-in-chief, the Bavarian con 
stitution expressly stipulating that no obe- 
dience need be rendered by Bavarian sol- 
diers to the Keiser, except in the case of 
war.

DEMOCRATS DENOUNCE THE DEMOCRAT 
SUPPORTERS OF THE ALLEN LAW. 

Two hundred prominent Democrat dcle- 
gates, répresehting the Tenth, Bleventh, 
Fourteenth, and Fifteenth Congressional 
Districts of Illinois, held a convention at 
Galesburg on Thursday last.

There were in attendance at the meeting 
three Democratic Representatives who 
voted for the notorious boodle Allen law.

SENATOR PROCTOR ON CUBA. 

No. more impressive or convincing state- 
ment of the condition of Cuban affairs 
has been given to the world in all the three 
years during which the island has been, 
devastated by war than is contained in 
the speech made by Senator Proctor of 


Vermont in the United States Senate on 
Thursday last. Although a former Cabinet 


officer and present United States Sena- 
tor, the speaker made his recent visit to 
the war-stricken island of his own voli- 
tion as a private citizen and without any 
official commission whatever. Instead of 
being minimized by this fact the value 
of his utterances is rather increased there- 
by. No man who heard or who reads that 
speech can fail to be impressed with the 
conviction that its author speke not mere- 
ly as an intelligent private citizen of wide 
experience and extended observation in 
publi¢ affairs, but also with a strictly im- 
partial and judicial temper. | 
The following brief extracts indicate the 
spirit with which he undertook his journey 
and the con¢lusions which he reached: 


I went to Cuba with a strong conviction that 
the picture had been overdrawn, . . . that the 
correspondents. had given free play to a highly 
cultivated imagination. . . .. I saw plenty as bad 
and worse. I could not believe 200,000 had died 
of actual starvation within Spanish forts. ... 
The case had not been overstated. 


One of the facts brought out by Sena- 
tor FProctor’s observations in which there 
will be the deepest interest is the condi- 
tion of the island as it now appears after 
three years of war. After ‘referring to 
the fact that affairs go on much as usual 
in Havana except the occasional movement 


} of squads of soldiers through the streets, 


the Senator says: 
Outside Havana all is changed. It is not peace, 
nor is it war. It is desolation and distress, misery 
and starvation. Every town and village is sur- 
rounded by a trocha (trench), @ sort of rifle pit, 
but constructed on a plan new to me, the dirt 
being thrown up on the inside and a barbed wire 
fence on the outer side of the trench. These 
trochag have at every corner and at frequent in- 
tervals along the sides what are there called forts, 
but which are really small block houses, many 
of themr more like a large sentry box, loopholed 
for musketry, and with a guard of from two to 
ten soldiers in each. The purpose of these trochas 
is to keep the reconcentrados in as well ag to 
keep the insurgents out. From all the surrounding 
country the people have been driven in to these 
fortified towns, and held there to subsist as hey 
can. They are virtually prison yards and not un- 
like one in general appearance, except the walls 
are not so high and strong, but they suffice, wilere 
every point is in range of 4 soldier's rifle, to seep 
in the poor reconcentrado women and children. 
Railroad stations are surrounded by these 
trochas and protected by guards, while 
railroad trains, when allowed to run at 
all, are furnished with an armored freight 
ear, loop-holed for musketry and filled with 
soldiers. Outside of the trochas, at least 
in the portions of the island nominally held , 
by the Spapiards, there is no human life 
or -habitation, and no domestic animais 
or crops except under guard or in the im- 
mediate vicinity of towns. Of the result 
of his journeys through the island Senator 
Proctor said: | | 
I saw no house or hut fn the 400 miles of rail- 
road rides from Pinar del Rio Province in the west 
across the full width of Havana and Matanzas 
Provinces, and to Sagua la’ Grande on the north 
shore and to Cienfuegos oh the south shore of 
Santa Clara, except within the Spanish trochaa. 
By means of the trochas and fortified 
towns, the Senator estimates that the 


Spaniards have nominal contro] of about 


‘one-half the island, ineluding the region 


around Havana, while the insurgents are 
in possession of the eastern half, except 
a few fortified towns. Very few sugar 
mills. are running except where the owners 
are protected by the Spanish troops, for 
which they pay a sperial tax—in some 
cases paying tribute to both parties. 

The spirit of Weyler’s order, under which 
the concentration policy was carried out, 
is indicated by. the following extract: ! 

I order and command, first, all the in>~h'tants 
of the try or outside of the line of fortifica- 
tions of the towns shall, within the period of eight 
days, concentrate themselves in the town so occu- 
pied by the troops. Any individual who, after 
the expiration of this period, is found in the un- 
inhabited parts will be considered a rebel and 
tried as such. 

_ Other sections forbade the transportation 
of provisions from one téwn to another 
without permission; required the owners of 
cattle to bring them into the towns and 
have them counted within eight days, and 
otherwise placed them under the most op- 
pressive restrictions. Owing -to the fact 
thatmany did not learn of the order until too 
late, while others failed to grasp its terri- 
ble meaning, the torch was applied to their 
homes by-guerrillas sent out for this pur- 
pose and the inhabitants driven into the 
concentration camps to die of starvation 
and disease. Of the condition of these 
camps, without any provision for sanita- 
tion, the Senator says: | 

Conditions are unmentionable in this respect. 
Torn from their homes, with foul earth, foul atr, 
foul water, and foul food, or none, what wonder 
that one-half have died and that one-quarter of 
the living are so diseased they cannot be saved. 
A form of dropsy is a common disorder resulting 
from these conditions. Little children are still 
waiking about with arms and chest terribly 
emaciated, eyes swollen, and abdomen bloated to 
three times the natural size. The physicians say 
these cases are hopeless. 

The following picture of a Cuban hospital 
comes in appropriately in this connection: 

I saw it when 400 women and children were 

on the stone floors in an indescribable state of 
emaciation and disease, many with the scantiest 
covering of rags—and such rags—and sick chil- 
dren naked as they came into the world. And the 
conditions in the other cities are even worse, 
; Senatoz Proctor is convinced that the facts 
have not been overstated when it is said that 
over 200,000 people out of a population of 
1,600,000 have died of starvation. 

The country is described as of surpassing 
richness, Of the population he estimates 
that 200,000 are Spaniards, 1,000,000 Cu- 
bans of Spanish descent, and 400,000 (or 
25 per cent) negroes. As t& the character 
of the people as regards intelligence he 


Says: 

One thing that was new to me was to learn the 
superiority of the well-to-do’ Cuban over the 
Spaniard in the matter of education. Among those 
in good circumstances there can be no doubt 
that the Cuban is far superior in this respect, 
And the reason of it is casy to see. They have 
been educated in England, France, or this country, 
while the Spaniard has such education as his own 
courtry furnished. The colored people seem to 
me by nature quite the equai mentally and physic- 
ally of the race in this country. Certainly physic- 
ally they are by far the larger and stronger race 
or the island. There is little or no race prejudice 
and this has doubtless been greatly to their ad- 
vantage, 

Of over 200,000 Spanish soldierd who 
have been brought to the island only about 
60,000 remain, the remainder having died 


or returned home sitk. The Senator saw no 


drilling, and from his observation his con- 


‘ 


know how to fight. The strength of the in- 
surgent army he estimates at 30,000, chief- 
ly in the eastern provinces. 

While allowing General Blanco credit for 
good faith in his desire to give the Cubans 
a fair measure of autonomy, a8 Campos 
did at the close of the ten years’ war, he is 
convinced that “ the army and Spanish cit- 
izens do not want autonomy.” As to the 
views of the citizens generally he says: © 

I inquired in regard to autonomy of men of 
wealth and men as prominent in business as any 
in the cities of Havana, Matanzas, and Sagua, 
bankers, merchants, lawyers, and autonomist offi- 
clals, some of them Spanish born by Cuban bred, 
one prominent Englishman, several of them known 
as autonomists, and several «of them telling me 
they were still believers in autonomy if practica- 
ble, but without exception they replied that it 
was ‘‘ too late for that."’ 


Coming at the present time the value of 
Senator Proctor’s contribution to the fund 
of information in regard to the Cuban 
situation cannot be overestimated. His 
faith in the ability of the Cubans to gov- 
ern themselves, taken with the almost uni- 
versal conviction of the failure of autonomy, 
renders the duty of Congress clear. 

If—as believed—the Vermont Senator re- 
flects the views of President McKinley, 
then is there reason to believe that the 
time for action is near at hand. Appear- 
ances are belligerent. Shall soulless Wall 
street gamblers and the Steve Elkins stripe 
of statesmen defeat the will of the people? 


.“@REAT CRY AND LITTLE WOOL.” 

A table has been prepared by the author- 
ities at Washington setting forth the 
strength of the organized militia of the sey- 
eral States. It is set down as over 100,000 
men, fifty-eight Generals, and several! thou- 
sand other officers. All these people are 
more or less drilled—better men and drilled 
than the Spanish soldiers in Cuba. 

The authority of the President to call 
out the militia of the various States for 
service outside the general government has 
been disputed. The “ Federalists ” denied 
his authority during the war with Great 
Britain in 1812 and contended that all he 
could do was to use the militia to “ repel 
invasion.” 

The views of the administration on this 
point are unknown. It is impossible, there- 
fore, to tell what the object is of this publi- 
cation of the detailed statement of the 
strength of the militia, It may be to let 
the people know there is a disciplined force 
ready to spring to arms to meet Spanish in- 
vaders at the point of the bayonet, or it 
may be to give the people an idea of the 
number of trained soldiers the President 
could throw into Cuba in a few days if he 
wanted to. 

A hundred thousand militiamen or ex- 
militiamen would go without hesitation if 
the President, by direction of Congress, 
called on them. But Wall street does not 
want him to issue such an invitation as 
that. The stock gamblers have no objec- 
tion, however, to calling out the militia to 
repel some imagined Spanish Armada. It 
has no objection to stringing the militiamen 
along the coast and putting their names on 
the pension rolla when their services ‘are 
not needed. 

The Wall street stock gamblers are will- 
ing to see money spent, but they do not 
wish to have anything done which may in- 
terfere with the finctuations of the stock 
market as they manipulate it in shearing 
the lambs. They do not object to the pur- 
‘chase of warships or big or little guns; but 
they dislike to have them used in support 
of the national honor, for that might affect 
the prices of stocks contrary to their plans 
and schemes. 

The President is spending 50 millions for 
national defense. The stock gamblers do 
not object to doing that. Were he to ask 
for 50 millions more they would not pro- 
test. They do not care how much he spends 
so long as their gambling is not in any way 
interfered with. That is all they care for. 
That consideration measures the whole ex- 
tent of their patriotism; and their baneful 
influence seems to pervade the Cabinet and 
innermost recess of the executive chamber. 

But the people want to see some Spanish 
schemes interfered with and perfidy ptn- 
ished. They are getting more or less un- 
easy over warlike preparations which do 
not lead up to any action. These demands 
for “more ships, more sailors, more 
guns, and more ammunition,” but do noth- 
ing with them, recall to their minds the in- 
cessant demands of General McClellan for 
“more men,” “more cavalry,” “ more bal- 
loons,” 

There is a great hurry and bustle at 
armories and dock yards, but no more prog- | 
ress seems to be made than is made by the 
foaming coursers in a merry-go-round. 
“Plans are perfected for putting the 


army on a war footing.” “Plans 
are perfected” for doing a hundred 
other McClellan-like things. But the 


“plans” are not carried out. The energy 
of the administration is wasted on plans 
instead of finding vent in action. That 
suits the Wall street stock gamblers per- 
fectly, for it enables their favorite pastime 
of sheep shearing to be carried on without 
interruption. 


WITHDRAWAL OF BATTLESHIPS. 

The Massachusetts and the Texas, both 
first-class battleships, have been ordered 
away by Secretary Long from the Dry 
Tortugas, where the Spaniards complain 
they threaten Havana, to Hampton Roads, 
near Fortress Monroe, where they threaten 
nothing. Secretary’ Long pretends to ex- 
plain that this extraordinary action is “ for 
strategic purposes.” General McClellan 
made much the same remark when he with- 
drew his army from the Chickahominy, in 
front of Richmond, to Harrison’s Landing, 
under the protection of the gunboats— 
“ strategic reasen!” 

These two great warships are taken away 
from the spot where the fighting is to. 
be commenced—if any is done—to form 
“a division of the North Atlantic fleet 
for the protection of our coast ”’—the coast 
of Chesapeake Bay. This 
“strategy of Nelson or of Farragut. It is 
not the strategy which won at the Nile or 
Trafalgar or Mobile.or New Orleans. |

The news 
comes at the same moment as that of the 
order removing the battleships Massachu- 
setts and Texas from Admiral Sicard’s 
fleet. It is alleged in a Madrid dispatch 
that it is desired to have a cruiser accom- 
pany the boats. 

But it is more likely the Spanish Minister 
may have demanded the withdrawal of 
the whole or a part of the fleet at tlie Dry 
Tortugas. The President may have re- 
plied: “ SWJp your torpedo boats at the 
Canaries and I will remove the two most

It may be that the two great fighting 
ships have been withdrawn to protect 
Hampton Roads, Newport News, Norfolk, 
or the Indian school down there.

Madrid to the effect that should the Amer- | 
ican court of inquiry declare the dis- | 


aster to the warship Maine to be due 
to an “external explosion” Spain will 
not accept such a finding and will 
indignantly repel any demand for an in- 
demnity. This will naturally be very‘agree- 
able to Wall street, as the matter then 
would probably be referred to a court of 
arbitration, which would sit for an indefinite 
period, probably into the next century, with 
the prospect that nothing would come 
out of it in the end except the release of 
Spain from all responsibility, that being 
the usual result when this country in- 
trusts any question of its rights to arbitra- 
tion or diplomacy. The Spaniards, being 
consummate liars and past masters in the 
arts of duplicity, would have no difficulty in 
overreaching us. 

But if nothing more comes of Senator 
Proctor’s mission than the bracing up cf 
the President to the point of recognizing 
the independence of the Cubans, that will 
be something gained after this long spell 
pf doing nothing except Spain's dirty police 
work. The recognition should have been 
made long ago. Cleveland should not have 
waited two years and McKinley a year. 
It will give enormous aid to the insurgents, 
Spain may make its glockade as effective 
as possible, but it will not prevent blockade 
runners from slipping in with guns and 
munitions, and thousands of Américan 
riflemen will answer the Macedonian cry 
of the insurgents and go over and help them. 
While Spain may not go to,war at first 
because of this recognition, since it is not 
in itself just cause for war, yet complica- 
tions will be sure to arise which will lead 
to war. Spain, sooner or later, will inter- 
meddle with American merchant vessels 
and with a high hand. Our own naval ves- 
sels will put up with no nonsense, and the 
first thing Spain knows it will have a war on 
its hands. 

But so long as war will be the inevitable 
result of a recognition of Cuban _ inde- 
pendence, why wait so long for it? Why 
not have it now and have it out with the 
dons and end the suspense? We ought 
to have had it long ago and finished up 
before this. We have been adding to our 
fleet and Spain has been strengthening its. 
The proportionate strength will be, the 
same however long we wait. We have 
ships enough, guns enough, men enough, 
and money enough to thrash Spain now. 

Then why does the government wait? 
Simply because Wall street so desires.

is unlikely that the United States will 
be asked by any foreign power to refer 
to outsiders for settlement a question which 
touches its honor. 

It is not likely that any such request 
will be made, unless the impression pre- 
vails abroad that the policy of this gov- 
ernment is dictated by the Wall street 
stock gamblers.

Business Unchecked by Stories 
of Impending Strife. 


BIG DEMAND KEEPS UP. 


Exports of Products Continue by 


an Increasing Ratio. 


HEAVY SHIPMENTS ABROAD. 


Balance of Trade for February Over 
641,000,000, 


INCREASES IN BANK CLEARANCES. 


New York, March 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
“Neither peace nor war reports have 
changed the onward current of business. 
Orders for more than $25,500,000 gold from 
Europe have blocked any drift toward 


* stringency in rates for money, and Treasury 


receipts of about $1,100,000 per day have 
kept in check any question about the cur- 
rency, while exports of products have con- 


tinued at a rate considerably increased and © 


the demand for products of the great in- 
dustries shows steady expansion. Prompt 
action by the Senate and House has re- 
moved ail fear of embarrassment through 
conflicting purposes at Washington. The 
government is making ready without any 
waste of time, while frankly assuring every- 
body that it looks for a peaceful settlement 
and hopes that its preparations may prove 
unnecessary. 

“The backbone of the situation ts the ex- 
cess of merchandise exports, more than 
$41,000,000 in February, with an increase of 
$2,200,000 in miscellaneous products, $2,100,- 
000 in provisions, $4,500,000 in cotton, and 
$7,000,000 in breadstuffs compared with last 
year, and $15,000,000 in all products. In two 
weeks of March exports have been 16 per 
cent larger than last year and imports have 
gained but 8.7 per cent, although especially 
swelled by receipts of India rubber, sugar, 
and hides. The outgo of cotton surpasses 
all expectations, though the price was 
stronger last week and the export demand 
apparently paid no attention to market 
fluctuations. Receipts from plantations 
continue much greater than at the corre- 
sponding date from the largest crop here- 
jofore produced, so that guesses about the 
future crop are now the main reliance of 
speculators. 

“Wheat also m@ves in spite of all specu- 
letion. Atlantic .exports, flour included, 
have been 1,824,569.bushels, against 1,253,300 
last year, and from Pacific, ports 1,371,826 
bushels, against 268,505 last year, making 
for three weeks from both coasts 10,659,125 
bushels, against 4,538,441 last year. The 
price has varied with conflicting reports, but 
closed % cent higher for the week. Wool 
shows no change in quotations, though 
Eastern markets are extremely dull and th 
indifference of manufacturers has made 
transactions only 2,062,300 pounds, against 
10,891,900 for the corresponding week last 
year and 5,088,200 for the corresponding 
week in 1892. The London market is rather 
high and holders in the interior are expect- 
ing a material advance in prices. 


Cotton Trade an Exception. 

* Little encouragement appears in the mar- 
ket for cotton goods, with print cloths a 
sixteenth lower than a week ago, and stand- 
ard gtades undérsold by many of less note. 
The demand is large, but not large enough. 


In woolen goods, on the contrary, the ma- 


terial advance in prices has raised the 
only obstacle to increased transactions, and 
somewhat frequent cancellations indicate 
that dealers have been disappointed in their 
distribution. The small yielding in wool 
may result in a greater decline if this 
tendency in the manufacture continues. 

* Bessemer pig and gray forge are both 
slightly stronger at Pittsburg, the proposed 
combination of valley furnaces helping, but 
pig is not changed in price elsewhere, nor 
are finished products at any point excepting 
wire nails, which are five cents per keg 
weaker, and steel rails, which are said to 
be sold at $17.50 at the East by some es- 
tablishments. Contracts have been made 
for 10,000 tons with Eastern works for do- 
mestic delivery, 12,000 tons for Australia, 
8,000 tons, with 7,000 tons bridge work, for 
South Africa, and the Illinois Steel com- 
pany is filled with orders for the year. The 
Carhegie company has sold 5,000 tons of 
deck plates to shipbullders of England, 
and several Chicago orders for plates ex- 
ceeding 1,000 tons each are for railroads, car 
and agricultural implement manufacturers, 
and projectile works. The wire combina- 
tion having failed to effect the broader ar- 
rangement contemplated is seeking to com- 
plete control of about 80 per cent of the wire 
output of the country. While activity is 
great in the central and western regio 
there is less demand at the East. : 

“Failures for the week have been 208 
in the United States, against 216 last year, 
and 27 in Canada, against 50 last year. 


As Seen by Bradstreet’s. : 

New York, March 18.—Bradstreet's tomor- 
row will says: 

“The aggregate volume of the country’s 
business continues sufficiently large to allow 
of favorable comparisons with past periods 
alike in this and preceding years. Aside 
from a quieting demand at a few leading 
Eastern markets, where uncertainty as to 
the outcome of foreign complications is ad- 
vanced as a reason for unwillingness to em- 
bark in new business, the situation is one 
possessing nearly all of the favorable fea- 
tures noted for some time past. The best 
reperts as to distribution in leading lines 
come from the central West and the North- 
west. Favorable weather has improved dis- 
tribution of dry goods, clothing, millinery, 
building materials; agricultural implements, 
and nearly all other products forming staple 
articles of consumption among the prosper- 
ous farming community. The movement of 
iron and steel is especially large, but with- 
out effect on prices, which are generally very 
firmly held. Some slight advances in pig 
iron, in fact, have been a feature of the week 
at some markets. Southern iron manufac- 
turers are active, and fruit and vegetable 
Shipments promise alike to be early and 
heavy. Distributive trade is reported in- 
creasing at. the Northwest, navigation Is 
Practically open on the lakes, and the Ist 
of April will witness a general movement 
of craft. 

“Other favorable features of the coun- 
try’s general trade situation are summed up 
in liberal shipments of leading cereals, un- 
Precedented totals of exports at New York, 
fewer business failures, and slightly larger 

nk clearings. Prices have moved irregu- 


larly during the week. The position of print 


cloths is a very depressed one, prices during 
the last week reaching the lowest quotation 
on record. While low grade cottons have 
been weak, the medium and finer grades 
have, however, maintained prices, as have 
aiso coffee, sugar, molasses, iron, and cop- 
per, and raw wool. 

“Wheat exports are smaller than last 


‘week, but considerably larger than in cor- 


responding periods of preceding years, ag- 
gregating 3,625,584 bushels, against 4,484,000 
bushels last week, 1,629,000 bushels last year, 
1,502,000 bushels in 1896, and 2,998,000 bush- 
els in 1805.

Exchangeable Values and Price. 


Continuing, he said: 

“We do not want money for money's 
sake, but we want it for that which it will 
buy; thus, in the exchange of products for 
products, or of products for labor, or of 
sroducts, two steps are necessary: 
xchange products or services for 
money, then exchange’ money for desired 
products or desired services. Now, in proc- 
ess of time, things become related to each 
other in térmis of money; that is to say, while 
the exchangeable value‘of a bushel of wheat 
to a bushel of oats may be, say, one bushel 
of wheat for two bushels of oats, yet if 
this be the true fact of their relationship 
it is never thus expressed. Both are meas- 
ured by price stated in money; but the price 
of wheat will then be twice the price of 
oats per bushel, and thus their ultimate re- 
lationship as to value is tndirectly expressed. 
It is, however, this relation to each other 
that is important. 

“It is what the product of a man’s labor 
may buy of the comforts of life that inter- 
ests him, not how many shillings, rupees, 
pesos, or dollars it will bring. Now, when, 
by a long course of experience, all things 
have become normally and fairly related to 
each other through a common medium or 
measure, it is a most serious and disturb- 
ing thing to suddenly displace that common 
medium, and adopt another of a different 
value, to which all labor and labor products 
Must become newly related. The present 

money standard in the United States for 
many years past has been gold: to it, and 
through it to each other, all things and all 
services have become related. If, by some 
magical process, a substitution could be 
made, gold displaced and silver substituted, 
and the price of all things and all services 
be instantly so changed in their respective 
prices in the new money as not to disturb 
their present settled relation to each other 
neither harm nor benefit. would be realized. 
The country would neither be richer nor 
poorer; but such a process we know to be 


Change Would Cause Derangement. 
“A change in the money, wheth 

change be to one of higher or ower some 
mercial value than the one previously in 
use, would cause a universal derangement 
in prices and a perfect dislocation in the re- 
things to each other.

Slowly the economic 
laws would operate to reéstablish things in 
normal relationships; but the process would 
painful, and full of injustice to 
those unskilled in the arts of trade. 

Those skillful in commerce, educated 
and far-sighted in speculative methods, 
would secure great gains: general wealth 
would not be increased. The real gains of 
society must come not by exploiting each 
y manipuating fifty-cent pieces, 
developing the power of man over 
the resources of nature. Assuming again 
however, that this course and these conse- 
quences had become history, and that our 
country had established a currency or 
money standard different from, and with no 
fixed relation to, the international standard 
how would we stand affected? 


What the Foreign Buyer Would Do. 


“The foreign buyer of our com 
would compute the value of our py 
in gold, and thus arrive, at the sum fn cur- 
rency which he could give for what we had 
ut Inasmuch as the relation of our 
currency to the standard would be con- 
stantly fluctuating, there would be a con- 
stant risk betweer*sale and delivery, which 
somebody would have to bear. And inas- 
much as no foreigner would bear it. if he 
could buy where he did not have to bear it 
the chargé would fall on our producers as 
part of the necessary expense of getting our 
goods to a competitive market. 

“There would be one more fluctuation, 
one more element of uncertainty, one more 
chasm over which toll must be paid be- 
tween our producer and his foreign cus- 
tomer, and between our consumer and the 
foreign producer. It would be a ruinous 
handicap upon our growing export trade in 
manufactured 
manufacturer could know what the price 
agreed upon in terms of foreign money 
would net him in our money when delivery 
should be made months hence. He would 
have to buy a gold option to have any cer- 
tain basis of calculation. 

“For international bimetallism the Re- 
publican party stands pledged.

Mr. Woodman’s family say his illness was 
caused primarily by worry over his business 
affairs ‘two or three years ago, and say he 
would never have been an independent can- 
didate for Congress but for the weakening 
of his mental powers. One of the most nota- 
ble features of Mr. Woodman’s career was 
his sturdy support of Cuba and his desire 
to fight for the freedom of the island. 

Mr. Woodman was born at Aalborg, Den- 
mark, March 11, 1844. He received his early 
education there, and when 16 years old he 
shipped as a sailor on a voyage to the arctic 
regions. He arrived in Philadelphia in 1863 
and at once enlisted in the gulf squadron, 
where he served until the close of the war. 
He came to Chicago in 1865, and at first en- 
gaged in the sale and manufacture of cigars. 
After a year or two he entered the office of 
James L. High, where he read law, and in 
1871 he was graduated from the law de- 
partment of the Chicago University. 

His life in this city was entirely devoted to 
politics. The first office he held was that 
of corstable, and after that he occupied 
various positions in the county service un- 
der the administration of Republican Sher- 
iffs and Clerks. Seventeen years ago he was 
made a justice of the peace for the West 
Town, and that position he held continuously 
until he was elected to Congress. He was 
nominated in the Fifth District for Con- 
gress in the fall of 1804, and was elected 
over T. E. Ryan, the present Democratic 
nominee for Assessor, and Frank Lawler, 
who ran as an independent candidate. He 
served but one term and failed to receive 

renomination. 

Mr. Woodman lived in what is now the 
Ninth Ward all his life and for eighteen 
years was the Republican committeeman 


from that. ward, serving longer on the com- 


mittee than any other member. He, how- 
ever, broke with Rallroad and Warehouse 
Commissioner Bidwell at the time of the 
primary fight between Mayor Swift and the 
members of the county machine and that 
resulted in his permanent retirement from 
politics. 

He was married in 1867 to Miss Cornelia 
Hamilton, daughter of Professor Hamilton, 
who survives him. Two children were born 
to them, both of whom died. 


DEATH OF SAMUEL TAUSSIG. 


Syrup Broker Expires from Apoplexy—

Samuel Taussig, the sirup broker, died in- 
stantly from apoplexy yesterday in his office, 
Room 308, 42 River street.
